PARLEY 
POSTPONED. 

Paris. November 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The French foreign 
office today announced that the date 
of Greco-Turkish peace conference at 
Lausanne had been tentatively set for 
“not later than November 20.” 

Originally the date set was No- 
vember 13, but the British govern- 


ment desired a postponement. It was 
said today that the Bitish were ar- 


guing for a still later date but the 
French government considers a week’s 
postponement ample. 

The same uncertainty also clouds 
the propesed preliminary meeting be- 
tween the representatives of Great 
Britain, France and Italy. The Brit- 
ish desire a sort of inter-allied con- 
ference to precede the Lausanne gath- 
ering, while M. Poincare, the French 
_ premier, thinks simple “conversations” 
will be adequate. He has esuagpested 
that he ean see Lord Curzon, the 
British foreign secretary, while Lord 
Curzon is passing through Paris on 
his way to Lausanne. 

Italy’s position is rather vague.

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SENIORITY RULE 
ON CHAIRMANSHIP 
MAY BE DROPPED 


Senator: McCormick Sug- 
gests Abolition of Rule 
on Chairmanships of 
Senate Committees. 


“IRREGULAR” SOLONS 
WILL OPPOSE RULE 


Sometimes Unfit Man Au- 
tomatically Gains Power 
by Rule, Is McCormick 
Argument.

Washington, November 12.—Aboli- 
tion of the senate’s seniority rule by 
which the chairmanship of a com- 
mittee goes to the member with the 
longest continued service thereon is 
suggested by Senator McCormick, 
Illinois, chairman of the republican 
senatorial committee, in a letter to 
Senator Lodge, the republican leader, 
made public today. 

The letter also urged that the 
steering committee, of which Mr. Mc- 
Cormick is a member, be made rep- 
resentative of all sections and thought 
on the republican side and disclosed 
that Senator McCormick had dis- 
cussed the question with Senator 
Curtis, of Kansas, assistant republican 
leader, and other leaders. 

Stating that the seniority rule 
“served very well in the old days,” 
and had resulted generally in ap- 
pointment of good chairmen, Senator 
McCormick wrote Senator Lodge that 
“the republican cénference and the 
republican steering committee owe 
it to the country to put aside the 
rule, just as the conference owes it 
to the country to make provision for 
the selection of a truly rep ta- 
Yve steering committee which 
meet regularly and as occasion re- 
quires with the cofresponding com- 
mittee of the house.” 

His Argument. 

Senator McCormick declared that 
while in a majority of instances “the 
men who have become chairmen 
through seniority have been good 
chairmen, there have been others who 
were unfitted for their posts by rea- 
son of extreme old age, or of failing 
health, or because of grave differ- 
ences of opinion with the majority 
of ‘their republican associates.” 

The seniority system also prevails 
in the house. 

Notice already has come from sen- 
ators of the “irregular” republican 
group that they intend to fight the 
seniority rule and demand what they 
consider adequate representation. 
Their fight is expected to center 
about two or three important chair- 
The democrats have not 
to abandon 
dagp seniority rule. 

\ Ghairmen of three important sen- 

* eommittees, finance, naval and 
pestoffice, are to be chosen in the 
next congress. Chairman McCum- 
ber, finance; Townsend, of the post- 
office, and Senator Poindexter, in line 
for the chairmanship of naval com- 
mittee, will be out after March 4, 
Senator Smoot, Utah, is in line for 
the finance committee chairmanship 
and Senator Sterling, South Dakcta, 
for postoffice. Lodge now ranks sec- 
ond on naval committee, but it is-ex- 
pected he desires to eontinue at the 
head of foreign relations. Senator 
Hale, Maine, under the seniority rule, 
would be in line for the naval chair-

Bishop Murrah Delivers 
Sermon of Occasion, As- 
serting Every Human 
Heart Is Asking “What 
Is Truth?”

Sunday was a day of rest and wor- 
ship for the members of the north 
Georgia conference, which has been 
in session since Wednesday at Wes- 
ley Memorial church. The spirit of 
reverence and worship appeared to 
possess every mun, and the day prov- 
ed of deep spiritual benefit to all of 
them. 

Visiting ministers occupied Atlan- 
to pulpits, many of the Methodist 
congregations hearing their former 
pastors. Reports from churches that 
heard visiting ministers are that good 
services and sermons were enjoyed 
every where. 

At Wesley Memorial church, the 
seat of the conference, the services 
began at 9 o'clock, when ITiev. Sher- 
man R., England conducted an ojd- 
time love feast. More than a thou- 
sand people attended. The songs of 
olden days were sung, and scores of 
Christian men and women teld of 
their joy in the religious life and of 
their faith in the Son of God. Many 
times it was observed that tears came 
into the eyes cf scores of those pres- 
ent. 

Mr. England, eonducting the love 
feast, stated that he had bcen preach- 
ing 40 years, and his only appo:nt- 
ment to bring sorrow to his heart was 
two years ago, when he was made 
presiding elder on the Marietta dis- 
trict. He said he waated to stay in 
pastorate. Since Mr. England is a 
great singer of the old-time songs, 
he says he has been singing his way 
from church to church all over the 


mountains of northeast tjeergia. * 
Bishop Murrah Pisaches. 
At 11 o'clock Bishop Murrah de- 


livered the sermon of the hour. 
Seated on the platform at the time 
were Bishop W. A. Candler and 
Bishop H. M. DuBose. Bishop Mur- 
rah chose for his text the passage in 
the gospel of Jobn, seventh chapter, 
thirty-seventh verse, and spoke of 
Jesus Christ as the water of life to 
quench the thirsts of all human 
hearts and needs. Referring to the 
water given the Israelites in the 
wilderness, he said that water was 
only a type of the spiritual water 
that was to come. As spirit is greater 
than flesh, so is the water of life 
superior to that water of the wilder- 
ness, which was only for the physical 
man. 

Bishop Murrah’s sermon was deep- 
ly devotional and _ spiritual. He 
thought every human heart was ask- 
ing the question, “What is truth?’ 
and making a demand for truth, The 
bishop said Jesus Christ alone is 
truth, not an abstraction, but a per- 
sonality, revealing the truth with 
reference to God, and the only satis- 
fying source of truth for the indi- 
vidual, for society, for civilization 
and the world, and declifred that the 
cry of the soul cannot be satisfied 
or hushed by false science nor petty 
theorizing.

tonight. 

Relaxation of the present drastic 


measures seeking governmental econ- 
omy, demands for greater expenditures 
of the public funds, new taxation 
projects, measures designed to bene- 
fit the farmers and Sunday blue 
laws were some of the propositions 
upon which the voters recorded their 
opinions. 
Returns Delayed. 

Because of the greater attention 
directed to the candidates the returns 
from the state referendums were de- 
layed, many of the issues still re- 


maining in doubt. In several cases 
the outcome will not be decided until 


the official vote has been canvassed. 
On the prohibition issue, Illinois 


polled an almost two to one vote in 
‘Stosted, of near and light wine and Ohio 
. same proposition, but 
haw a pes + medority. While Afasse- 
chusetts rejected a measure provid- 
ing for more stringent state prohibi- 
tion enforcement, California voted in 
favor of a similar proposal. Prohi- 
bition supporters explained the size 
of the Illinois majority by deciar- 
ing that they had advised their ad- 
herents not to vote on the issue. 
For Soldier Bonus. 

Four of the five states in which 
the question was up polled heavy 
yotes for the soldiers’ bonus, while 
in the fifth, Oklahoma, the verdict 
also was favorable, but the majority 


smaller. Illinois, Iowa, Kansas and 
California returned unmistakable ma- 
jorities in favor of adjusted compen- 
sation through the payments of state 
funds. In Oklahoma an official count 
may be necessary. 

In South Dakota the question of 
Sunday amusements was before the 
voters, who decided by a two to one 
vote in favor of a strict ban on all 
Sunday festivities, while a measure 
providing for state regulation of mo- 
tion pictures was rejected in Massa- 
chusetts. ; 

Among other questions acted upon 


were the following: 

Minnesota voted to logn the state 
credit to help its farmers; Michigan 
opposed a s.ate income tax; South 
Dakota rejected a proposition that it 
engage in tne banking business and 
Nebraska indorsed an anti-picketing 
law.

[ regard to the coal shortage, efforts to 
relieve the crisis in Atlanta and other 
cities in the southeast were made, the 
iniative being taken by local business 
men connected with the chamber of 
commerce. 

At the meeting it was brought out 
that reason for the coal shortage in 
this section was due principally to the 
lack of cars for transporting the coal 
from the mines in Tennessee, Virginia 
and Kentucky to southeastern points. 
The Louisville and Nashville railway, 
which commands access to these 
mines, reported there was plenty of 
coal to be had at the mines, but, 
owing to a car shortage, it was un- 
able to supply the demand. 

With the assignment of 4,000 cars 
from eleven different railroads of the 
east for the exclusive purpose of pro- 
viding coal for this section, it is be- 
lieved that Atlanta and vicinity will 
experience little inconvenience from 
the belated blasts of Jack Frost.

Been Secured. 


The one and one-sixteenth inch | 
long staple cotton, much sought by 
domestic and European spinners, may 
again be grown in north Georgia. 

The Atlanta Commercial exchange, 
co-operating with the State College of 
Agricultuve and the Georgia Country 
Bankers’ association, has secured an 
option on between 25 and 80 cars 
of cottonseed which, it is said, meets 
boli weevil conditions and produces a 
much longer fibre than the early ma- 
turing varieties now grown in the 
state in an effort to combat. the 
dreaded weevil. 

The one and one-sixteenth inch 
staple, before the ravages of the 
weevil made the northern part of 
Georgia famous. It brought a fancy 
price on the market, and was most 
desired by the cotton mills because of 
it’s easy spinning qualities. 

The seed secured by the commercial 
exchange will be shipped from the 
southwest, and will be sold to north 
Georgia at absolute cost, in an effort 
to produce crops of longer staple. 

The commercial] exchange already 
has received inquiries from _ several 


fSeuth Carolina mills relative to the 
-| plan to restore the long staple. 


The shipment will arrive in am- 
ple time for distribution before the 
planting season in March or April. 
The country bankers’. association is 
spreading the gospel of longer staple 
cotton and using its influence to in- 
duce the cotton growers to plant as 
much of the new seed ‘as possible. 
A longer staple means more money 
to the farmer, they say, and _in- 
creased prosperity for the _ entire 
State. 

Experiments already completed 
have shown the new seed to be a eon 
ducer of a splendid variety, and there 
iS every reason to believe, it is said, 
that the same results can be generally 
produced. 


Huge Migration 
Begun by People 
In Asia Minor 


Wholesale Evacuation, in 
Fear of Turks, Bringing 
Terrible Sufferings. 


Constantinople, November. 12%— 
(By The Associated Press. )}—Reports 
reaching Constantinople show that 
the entire Christian population of 
Sivas, Angora, Cesarea, Konia and 
the ogher large centers in Asia Minor 
are in panicky flight towards the 
shores of the Mediterranean and 


Black Seas. 

Samsun, in the Vilayet of Tre- 
bisend, on the Black Sea, has 10,000 
of its own refugees and 40,000 others 
are reported headed for that port. 
Along every road and in every moun- 
tain pass are long winding serpentine 
columns of men, women and cbildren, 
gouding along sleepy oxen pulling 
wagon loads of their worldly goods. 
People are abandoning their homes, 
farms and everything in their cager- 
hess to put the greatest possible dis- 
tance between themselves and their 
mortal enemies—the Turks. 

The difficulties and inevitable 
hardships of«the wholesale evacua- 
tion have been increasegy by inclement 
weather, which is bringing sickness 
or death to thousands. James Crutch- 
er, of Tuscaloosa, Ala., of the Ameri- 
can Near Fast relief, notified Con- 
stantinople by courier today that the 
waterfront at Samsun was crowded 
with nervous or terrorized refugees 
waiting for boats. Mr. Crutcher 
States that the available ships will 
only embark 2,000 persons. He be- 
lieves that not exceeding one-third 
of the refugees will be able to leave 
the country within the period set for 
them to do so by the Turks. He 
therefore is making efforts to induce 
the Angora government to extend the 
time limit. 

Turks Hold Men. 

Reports from other places in Asia 
Minor say the Turkish military is 
withholding permission for males 
from 19 to. 55 years of age to leave 
the country and is allowing only 
women and children to depart. De- 
prived of their bread winners, these 
refugees present a problem beyond 
the efforts of the American relief 
agencies. 

Rear Admiral Bristol, commander 
of the American naval force in Turk- 
ish waters, is concerned over the An- 
gora governments order that all 
Christians must leave the country and 
is striving to have the nationalists 
modify this attitude. 

By winter there is expected to be 
a million or more of the evicted in- 
habitants of Asia Minor on the bleak, 
shelterless coast of Asia Minor, beg- 
ging to be rescued. No one nation 
has the facilities for the enormous 
task of expatriation, and it is: admit- 
ted it is far too great for the limited 
means of the League of Nations. If 
-in addition to the million and a half 
Christians in the interior and Con- 
stantinople the 45,000 Greeks, Ar- 
menians and other foreigners are 
forced out of the country, it is believ- 
ed there will be a stampede of tre- 
mendous proportions, entailing end- 
less misery and confusion. Already 
the best elements of the British, 
French, American and other nation- 
alities have left Constantinople and 
the paralysis in business daily is in- 
creasing. 

Send Relief Ships. 

The Nenr East relief today -sent 
the steamship Belgravian. to Samsun 
to begin the embarkation of 7,500 
Greek and Armenia orphans who are 
fleeing the country in consequence 
of the Angora government’s orders 
for the evacuation of Anatolia in the 
next thirty days. 

Relief ships are also being dispatch- 
ed to Mersina and Beirut, which have 
become the two other extremities of 
the main lines of flight in Asia 
Minor.

TURKISH EDITOR 
SLAIN BY MOB. 

Constantinople, November 7.—(By 
The Associated Press.)—Ali Kemal 
Bey, editor of the  anti-nationalist 
newspaper Sabah, who was arrested 
at Ismid ‘n the charge of subversible 
actions, was killed by a mob after 
having been officially condemned to 
death. He was taken before General 
Nureddin Pasha, military governor 
of Smyrna, now on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the natiogalist troops at 
Ismid, who pronounced the death sen- 
tence dramatically: 

“In the name of Islam, in the name 
of the Turkish nation, I condemn 
you to death as a traitor to the 
country.” 

Ali Kemal remained passive, utter- 
ing no word of protest; his hands 
tied, he was led to a scaffold. Be- 
fore he reached the gibbet, however, 
an angry mob of women pounced upon 
him attacking him with vines, stones, 
clubs, tearing at his clothing and 
slashing his body and head with cut- 
lasses. After a few minutes of ex- 
eruciating torture,, the victim ex- 
pired. His body was dragged through 
the streets by the infuriated mob 
and exposed to public gaze on the 
scaffold for several hours. 

The editor’s death has caused pro- 
found resentment and emotion in 
Constantinople, where he was known 
as one of Turkey's most enlightened 
and most impartial citizens.

McAdoo Urges Plan in Armi- 
stice Day Speech in 
California. 


Fullerton, Calif., November 12. 
Payment of adjusted compensation to 
former soldiers and sailors at the ex- 
pense of beneficiaries of\the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff bill was urged in an 
Armistiq@® Day address here by Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, former secretary of 
the treasury. 

Assailing those wha have fought the 
soldiers’ bonus on the ground that it 
would be a burden upon the country, 
Mr. McAdoo declared it was “sheer 
hypocrisy” to say that the nation can 
not bear this relatively insignificant 
burden when great subsidies are 
granted to private interests at the ex- 
pense of the people and for purposes 
which can not be successfully de- 
fended. 

“The Fordney-McCumber tariff bill 
was recently passed by congress and 
approved by the president. It is esti- 
mated that the trusts, monopolies, 
combinations in restraint of trade and 
other beneficiaries of this measure 
will be able to take from the pockets 
of the American people $3,600,000,- 
000 per annum, while the law is on 
the statute books. 

“How ean such conscienceless misuse 
of powers of government be justified 
when the soldiers and sailors who 
saved our institutions are denied a 
just recognition of $1,600,000,000 on 
the ground that to grant it would im- 
pose excessive burdens on the Ameri- 


can people? . 


of every trust, monopoly, corporation 
or beneficiary of the Fordney-Me- 
Cumpber tariff bill be ascertained for 
five years, or for some reasonable 
period preceding the enactment of the 
law. Then take each year 50 per 
cent of all net earnings of these tariff 
beneficiaries in excess of this average, 
while the bill is in effect and apply it 
to the payment of the bonus.

She came over 
at 10 or g little before to tell me she 
had taken my dog from a man on 
Hamilton road. She sat on the steps 
of my shanty awhile and I gave her

In the affidavit Mrs. Russell states 
that the ‘conversation between hersclf 
and Mrs. Gibson on the steps of her 
home was in regard to a dog which 
Mrs. Russell had lost. At about 10 
o'clock, she said, Mrs. Gibson came 
to her home to inform her that .in 
the morning she met a man on Hamil-

A great many books have, been writ- 
ten by ex-service men on ohe feature 
or another of the world war; some 
of them historical, others intimate 
glimpses of the soldiers’ life in 
France; and still others romantic, 
and others tragically chivalric but 


eulogize the work of a fellow Geor- 
gian, through sectional partiality or 
a desire to please or flatter—a trait 
of professional character in which I 
am wholly deficient—I do want to 
say that in the fascination of 
narative, intimately and faultlessly 
told;.in the appealing heart-touch of 
a soldier boy who reflected in his rec- 
orded memories the joys and the sor- 
rows, the trials and the tribulations,

An adequate stock of household 
remedies, both for minor ills and for 
accidents, may be kept on hand with- 
out endangering any one’s life even 
though blunders be made. ‘There is 
really no good excuse for keeping 
poisons of any kind in the home, and 
particularly when there are young 
children in the house. Whenever a 
child gets hold of strychnin in pretty 
sugar coated pills or tablets and eats 
enough to bring on fatal convulsions, 
the guilty person ought to be punished, 
for in such cases somebody has cer- 
tainly been, guilty of reprehensible 
carelessness.

and in arranging the family medicine 
chest or cupboard see to it that noth- 
ing of a poisonous or dangerous na- 
ture is permitted to have a place on 
the shelves. 

I am going to give here a complete 
list of remedies and articles sufficient 
and appropriate for the emergency 
chest and medicine cupboard, and 
from long experience I feel warranted 
in saying that my medicine cupboard 
is practically fool proof. At any rate 
I believe it has no fatalities to its 
credit, and that is more than most 
family medicine chests can boast. 

It is well to have a separate cabi- 
net or cupboard or box or chest which 
may be kept locked or at least high

tration many scattered ownerships are 
combined into one huge tract, and 
their natural attractions made avail- 
able for great numbers of people. 

Take for example the Chattooga fiv- 
er watershed of Rabun county. Here is 
a great basin of approximately 80,000 
acres, almost entirely surrownded by 
mountain ranges. On the east, Chat- 
tooga ridge divides it from the flat 
countries of northwestern South Caro- 
lina. On the south Rainy ridge forms 
the divide between the basin and the 
Piedmont regions of the Tugaloo 
waters. The beautiful Blue Ridge 
forms the basin’s confining walls on 
both the north and west sides. 

The bowl is drained by numerous 
creeks whose united waters under the 
name of Chattooga river torm the 
boundary line of Georgia and South 
Carolina. The “three forks,” Holeomb 
ereek, Overflow creek, and Big creek 
unite at one point to form the west 
fork of the river.

LESSON NO. 198 
The Eaton Oscillator. 
Regenerative receivers with inductive feed-back arrangements of the | 
tickler coil or variometer type are in common use at mamy amateur | 
stations. Ther is another method of obtaining regenerative action which | 
requires no coils or variometers and needs no adjustment. This method 
is by means of condensers usually in the form of an Eaton oscillator. 


ail 
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The diagram above illustrates one way in which the Eaton oscillator 
may be incorporated into a receiving set made up in two units. One 
unit (the one at the left) contains the tuning elements, and the other. 
unit contains vacuum tube apparatus. The Eaton oscillator, which con- 
sists essentially of two condensers in Series, is incorporated in the unit. 
containing the tuning device, which is of the loose coupler or vari-coupler 
type. A secondary shunt condenser of the variable air type is also | 
mounted in this unit to assist in tuning the secondary circuit, | 

The unit at the right contains a vacuum tube detector circuit of the 
usual type with a lead running directly fromthe plate to a binding post 
which is strapped across to one side of the secondary circuit. The other 
side of the secondary circuit connects to the grid of the vacuum tube 
through the grid condenser ‘‘C4,”’ which may be of the variable air type. | 
A bridging condenser “‘BC”’ is connected from the plate to one (negative) 
side of the filament battery. The condensers ‘‘C1” and “C2” constitute | 
the oscillator or feed-back portion of the circuit, while the condenser 
“BC” is important in the adjustment of the system for the reception of 
damped or undamped waves. For receiving damped waves, condenser 
“BC” is set at a maximum, while for undamped waves it is adjusted to 
mininfum. The circuit may be operated without employing the bridging 
condenser “BC,” but spark signals will not be received with normal 
characteristic tone. 

In operation there is a certain amount of the plate potential fed | 
back and impressed upon the grid by means of the condensers ‘‘Ct”’ | 
and ‘“‘C2”’ which form a capacity feed back in contrast to the inductive 
arrangement usually employed. 

The circuit shown may be applied to any loose coupler and tube 
detector system without materially changing the circuits or dismounting | 
the apparatus. The condensers ‘‘Ci” and ‘‘C2” are two fixed condensers | 
in series across the secondary terminals with the grid’on one side, fila- | 
ment in the middle and the plate on the other side. 


While not particularly adapted to short-wave work, it has been) | 


possible to get down to 230 meters with this device, and good regenera- , 
tion is obtained up to several thousand meters. A receiver of this type 
is comparatively simple to operate, the receiving unit lacking the usual 
tickler coil control or the variometers which serve similar purposes. 

In conclusion, it appears that there are three common ways of ob- 
taining regeneration in a vacuum tube receiving system first, by the 
inductive feed-back arrangement uSing a tickler; second, by means of the 
tuned plate and grid circuits, and, third, by means of the capacity feed- 


back arrangements described above and known as the Eaton oscillator.

U.S. G. A. HITS 
HUGE PURSES 


_New York, November 12.—The 
United States Golf association today 
issued a warning and protest against 
the growing practice of offering large 
purses as an inducement to proies- 
sionals to compete in open tourna- 
ments and exhibitions. 

“While the U. 8 G. A.” gays-a 
statement of the executive comppit- 
tee, has no desire to hinder or ham- 
per any professional frum competing 
in prize money tournaments or from 
to the limit of his 
ability, nevertheless the present of- 
ficials feel that if the practice now 
in vogue is not checked, great harm 
will be done in cresting a class of 
professional players who will devote 
their entire time apd aitention to at- 
tending tournaments. 

“The executive committee is awnre 
of the great development of the game 
of golf within the past few years, 
both by professionals and amateurs. 

“It is also aware of the keen @e- 
sire of the ordinary golfer, through- 
out the country, to witness the per- 
formance of the leading professionals 
and we assume that tne growing in- 
terest in the game is partly respon- 
sible for the money inducements offer- 
ed in open competitions. 

“The committee feeis that in their 
efforts to promote and keep alive the 
best interests of the game, they can- 
not allow this practice t» continue or 
increase without a protest. 

“It is therefore earnestly request- 
ed that member clubs and sectional 
associations give this matter their 
earnest consideration and, in the fu- 
ture, when contemplating the stag- 
ing of such tournaments, that the 
question of moderate prize money 
awards be carefully cons dered, bear- 
ing in mind that if this pastime is

Add the tar to the hot 
oil and stir with a small stick until it 
melts and blends. I can’t give you ex- 
act proportions, so much depends on 
the thickness or stickiness of the tar 
that you have bonght. “The result 
will be a black looking mass of about 
the consistency of thick syrup. 

This should be kept and used as 
needed. When ready for the shampoo 
pour a little tar mixture into a warm 
saucer and dip into it an old tooth- 
brush. Part the hair and rub the 
brush along the parting. Part the 
hair in another place a few inches 
away and rub again. Do this 
until you have completely covered 
your scalp with the tar preparation. 
It will wash off because you have 
used only a small amount of tar to a 
large amount of olive oil. These pro- 
portions are, I should say, from one- 
eighth to one-quarter as much tar as 
oil. 

When the scalp is thoroughly cov- 
ered let the tar stay on for about ten 
minutes. Then begin to wash, using 
very hot water and good soap. Cas- 
tile soap or cocoanut oil soap is al- 
ways best and particularly good if 
melted to a liquid. Use the soap sev- 
eral times. Rinse well.

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Clothed in a faded gingham wrap- 
per and lying upon a mattress with 
naught but newspapers for sheets, a 
young expectant mother awaited the 
crucial hour. Her husband had gone 
upon the streets to continue peddling ; 
the prospect of a new-comer and in- 
creased expense, made neccesary hard- 
er effort in the conduct of hig lit- 
tle business. 

Business did not come. His mind 
was not upon it; he was thinking 
of the lonesome wife in the humble 
home, and her impending Crisis. It 
was a problem he knew not how to 
solve, e told his trouble to a sym- 
pathetic policeman. 

“Why don’t you call in a Red 
Cross nurse?” the kindly officer sug- 
gested. 

“Would she come?’ he asked. 
sounded too good to be true. He did 
not know they would help such as 
himself and—her. 

Doubtfully he called upon the vis- 
iting nurse service of the Atlanta 
chapter. Nurse and doctor reached 
the bedside of the sick woman in due 
season, and most careful preparations 
were made for the coming of the child.

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New Orleans, La., November 12.— 
While there were many reactions 
from the advance in the cotton mar- 
ket this last week, the trend was 
still strongly higher and on _ two 
sessions out of the four sessions of 
the week new high records for the 
season were made, prices iirst cross- 
ing the 25 cent level and then>the 
26 cent level. 

At the highest of the week Decem- 
ber traded at 26.27 with the active 
positions 130 to 150 points over the 
close of the preceding week. Reac- 
tions miny times amounted to only 
about a doljar a bale and most-of 
the wider setbacks did no™ exceed 
two dollars a bale. The close was 
75 to 90 points net higher on the 
week with December at 25.65. 


Spots Are Strong. 

One of the main reasons why the 
reactions were not wider was the 
strength of spots, which constant- 
ly led contracts at the advance and 
refused to give ground when  con- 
tracts reacted. Spots closed at the 
highest quotations for the week and 
season, 26.37 cents a pound for mid- 
dling, and at net gaius on the week 
of 187 points on that grade. 

A year ago middling in this market 
closed at 16.25. 

Reports from the interior noted 
equally as strong a position in the 
spot centers there, most messages 
claiming that there were more buy- 
ers than sellers for all grades. The 
demand for cotton with any staple 
at all in it was especially strong. 

_ The ginning figures of the week, 
issued by the census bureau, greatly 
Stimulated bullish sentiment as the 
production of 8,139,839 bales to the 
first of November wag well under all 


‘fbut extremely bullish predictions and 


was even slightly lower 
lowest estimates given out on _ the 
bull side of the market. This report 
on ginning immediately was followed 
by a fresh crop of very low estimates 
of the total yield, most of the guesses 
being around 9,500,000 bales. 


Lowest Estimate. 


One estimate that attracted a great 
deal of attention came from a private 


than the 


bureau in Washington and placed the 
total yield at only 9,350, bales. 
Foreign news continued to be regard- 
ed as highly unfavorable but it was 
completely offset, in its influence on 
the market, by the ginning report 
and the news from the spot depart- 
ment, 

This coming week it looks as if 
the ginning of the crop again will 
furnish much of the incentive for 
trading since the fifth ginning period 
of the session will end with the close 
of business on Monday. The early 
part of the week probably will bring 
forth private estimates of production 
from bureaus and interests who keep 
close tab on ginning. . 

Should ginning show a further fal!- 
ing off it would clinch extremely 
small crop claims and probably lead 
to further important operations on 
the long side of the market, but 
should the expected slump in gin. 
ning not to be ‘indicated the ten- 
dency of the market probably woul: 
be strengthened.
